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DETAILED ACTION 
Continued Examination Under 37 CFR 1.114 

1 . A request for continued examination under 37 CFR 1.114, including tine fee set 
forth in 37 CFR 1 .17(e), was filed in this application after final rejection. Since this 
application is eligible for continued examination under 37 CFR 1.114, and the fee set 
forth in 37 CFR 1 .17(e) has been timely paid, the finality of the previous Office action 
has been withdrawn pursuant to 37 CFR 1.114. Applicant's submission filed on 
4/3/2009 has been entered. 



Allowable Subject Matter 

2. Claims 1, 2, 4 - 6, 8 - 10, and 12 are allowed. 

3. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 

As to independent claim 1 , the prior art does not teach or fairly suggest an 
imaging apparatus comprising: an exposure period setup part for an exposure period 
configured to generate a timing signal which prescribes an exposure period of an image 
pick up device; a control part for the image pickup device configured to control an 
operation of said image pick up device in synchronization with said timing signal of the 
exposure period; a timing part configured to measure an elapsed time from the timing 
signal of the exposure period; and an imaging apparatus control part configured to 
control said control part for the image pick up device and said exposure period setup 
part, wherein said timing part measures the elapsed time from the exposure period 
timing signal right before a beginning of an exposure setup operation to the beginning of 
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the exposure setup operation by said exposure period setup part, and wlien a time from 
tlie beginning of the exposure setup operation to a generation of a next exposure period 
timing signal for a regular exposure period, the time being calculated by using the 
measured elapsed time, is equal to or greater than a predetermined time, said imaging 
apparatus control part shortens the time till the generation of the next exposure period 
timing signal from the regular exposure period, and said exposure setup operation 
includes setting a number of electric shutter pulses so as to adjust an exposure time. 

The reasons for allowance of independent claims 5 and 9 are similar as it 
includes limitations similar to those of claim 1 . 

As to claims 2, 4, 6, 8, 10, and 12, these claims are dependent upon allowable 
claims 1 , 5, and 9 and are thus also considered allowable over the prior art.
